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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION—FOREWORD 
. ART SERVES INDUSTRY 

HE theme of Cleveland Art Week, which preceded the 

opening of the Thirty-Second Annual Exhibition, was “Art 
in Industry.” The Proclamation of the Mayor stressing the 
importance of the artist to the community, the cooperation of 
the Cleveland Chamber of Commerce, the active participation 
of many stores, banks, and other corporations in furthering that 
purpose by displays in their windows and by other means, are 
all symptoms of how deeply the recognition of the artists and 
craftsmen has entered into the consciousness of the city. 

Art is a part of life, and the present exhibition is a vigorous 
affirmation of the vital role the artists and craftsmen play 
directly or indirectly in the development of taste. Many artists 
and craftsmen are, as well, designers or teachers, and many 
have direct commercial affiliations; but further than that the 
Annual Exhibitions have had a widespread influence in condi- 
tioning the public to the acceptance of new and experimental 
ideas. The May Show is a healthy forum for the creative mind. 

The fact that many works of art find buyers during the period 
of the exhibition and, for that reason, a permanent home, is an 
economic factor of major importance. Artists and craftsmen 
cannot create in a void. The fact that in thirty-one years 14,277 
objects have been sold for a total of $329,576.60 has been the 
spark which has galvanized the entire artistic community of 
Cleveland. The artist, the public, and the Museum have been 
the three contributing elements to that success. 

The Museum has been a consistent purchaser, and selected 
Cleveland works are always on exhibition in its galleries through- 
out the year. The Cleveland Art Association has purchased 
many objects for its Lending Collections, and the loan of them 
for a year is a privilege given to its membership. The Horace E. 
Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in Craftsmanship is 
given in recognition of outstanding merit in that field. In these 
ways the Museum marshals every possible effort in the further- 
ance and development of Cleveland as a creative center.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


No longer is it necessary, as it was thirty years ago, to divide 
the greatly varying aspects of art into styles. Today all kinds 
of expression are accepted, if not appreciated, since the public 
at large have greatly extended the horizon of their under- 
standing. 

The 1950 May Show has this variety of approach and reaches 
a high level of attainment. This review merely indicates the 
general direction of the work, as there is space to discuss only 
the prizes, which this year were extended in number by an 
enthusiastic and appreciative Jury. 

The first class, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, 
contained a large number of unusual pictures, from which the 
Jury selected as first prize two oils by Dean Ellis, called “Silent 
Echoes” and “Last Days at Edgewater.” Both are nostalgic 
scenes after the close of the summer season; both are replete 
with neo-Romantic characteristics and a moody, quiescent 
atmosphere, that is emphasized by the sunlight momentarily 
breaking through pending clouds. The sense of breathless calm 
in the pictures gives the impression of something imminent. 
Fragmentary debris, strewn about the ground, recalls the time 
when the beach and theatre were centers of activity and 
stresses the emptiness of the present time. In both pictures the 
colors are subtle, sparing, and well chosen for their power of 
suggestion. The Jury’s second choice went to Joan Kempsmith 
for a group of two pictures, “Carnival Time” and “Up from 
the Beach.” Painted in wax encaustic, the first has the bright 
gaiety of masks, paper hats, and whistles—all the paraphernalia 
of a pre-Lenten festival in an Italian city; and the second is 
also full of lively color. The third prize was awarded to Richard 
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Gosminski for “Wharf St.: Dead End,” a canvas equally 
worthy of notice. Honorable mentions went to Carl Gaertner, 
Doris Rossbach, William Schock, Nick Voglein, and Thelma 
Frazier Winter. 

The next class, OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, much smaller than 
the preceding, included some good examples, outstanding 
among them being the “Portrait of Jayne,” by Michael Sarisky, 
to which the Jury awarded first prize with particular commen- 
dation. At a time when the tradition of realistic portrait paint- 
ing is sufficiently overwhelming to make the creation of a fresh 
and spontaneous work particularly difficult, it is an achieve- 
ment for the artist to have made so notable a portrait as this 
simple and sensitive work. The other prize canvases gave 
evidence of diverse points of view. Second prize went to 
Gustave S. Falk for a small, introspective “Portrait”; and the 
third, to an interesting picture, ‘““Melancholy Dreamer,” by 
Emma Yarlekovic, a picture which perhaps more rightly should 
be classed as a figure composition than as a portrait. 

Like the first class, the third, oI1L PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSI- 
TION, gave proof of the wide range of expression and the inven- 
tion of the artists. A special prize was awarded to Leonard 
Zamiska for a group of three tempera pictures, “Madonna,” 
“Pedro con Pollo,” “Viva Mexico,” all three stylized and 
simplified in design and individual in color. The first prize went 
to Hazel Janicki for another group of tempera panels, “Bar- 
riers” and “Spectators, 1950,” both embodying the finest ele- 
ments of her distinctive style: sensitivity to line in drawing 
and to subtlety in color, and beautiful technical handling and 
finish. The second prize fell to Joseph P. Jankowski for a pair 
of panels representing a Greek bishop and a Roman bishop; 
third, to John Teyral for a finely painted composition; and 
honorable mentions to David W. Ritchie, to William Schock 
for a group of two, and to Thelma Frazier Winter for a group 
of two. 

The present year has seen an apparently revived interest in 
the class of OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL; and the Jury com- 
mended it by awarding a first prize to Patrick Budway for his 
“Cleveland Backyard,” a colorful composition of steel mills, 
worker, and backyards; second prize to Carl Gaertner for a 
handsome and richly painted picture called “The Overhead,” 
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a winter scene with coal chutes, railway overpass, and sheds; 
and third prize to Peter P. Dubaniewicz for “Ohio Brick.” 
Margaret Riggs Mellen received honorable mention. 

The class, O1L PAINTING, STILL LIFE, comprised some of the 
most unusual and finest pictures in the show. Especially out- 
standing is the first award, Dean Ellis’s beautifully executed 
“Shattered Image.”’ Against a miraculously shattered mirror, 
reflecting a haunting self portrait and encased in a pseudo- 
classical gilt frame, lean a fragmentarily gilded figure of a 
woman and nondescript weathered pieces of wood; the latter 
are laced with gray twine and studded with orange-rusted nails. 
This aggregation of oddments, which forms a peculiar and 
integrated association of objects and colors, is a concept that 
is both fascinating and attractive. The second prize, also a very 
distinguished painting, is Carl Gaertner’s “Back Stairs,” a 
theme which has given the artist an opportunity to use his rich 
color sense in an unusual and interesting manner. The third 
prize was awarded to Elizabeth Bart Gerald’s group of two 
still lifes for the distinguished painting of their flowers and 
fruits. An honorable mention was taken by Edmund Brucker. 

The following class; MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, 
ranged from designs of an illustrative character to enamel 
paneling; the latter the Jury felt to be an important contribu- 
tion to this year’s show. They selected for a special award 
Edward Winter’s group of plaques: “Carnival,” “Fox Fire,” 
“Leaves,” “Time Limit,” and “Vintage,” all five of which are 
enameled steel murals lively in design, accomplished in their 
technical skill, and brilliant in their combinations of violets and 
greens, reds and white. The first prize was likewise given for 
enamel plaques, a group of four done by Doris Hall: “Andante 
in Blue,” “Nemesis,” “Phoebe,” and “Rollo.” Entirely different 
from the Winter plaques, they are in their individual way 
extremely effective. Especially noteworthy is “Andante in 
Blue,” with its nine interrelated panels of designs in which 
musical instruments, figures, and flowers are combined in 
delicate opal shades against a bright blue ground. The second 
prize, taken by Irene Klausner Lev, was given for a group 
of five stylized designs of vehicles. These, illustrative in char- 
acter, are done in water color and form part of a set dealing 
with early transportation. The idea is clever; and the execu- 
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tion, fine. The third prize fell to Alicia Borja for a group of two, 
and an honorable mention was taken by Herman Newhauser 
for another group of two. 

In the seventh class, that of PASTEL, very small this year, 
there were no awards. In waTeER coor the distinction which 
for years has marked the work in this medium has in no manner 
abated. The Jury not only selected a large proportion of the 
entries for exhibition but also awarded nine honorable men- 
tions in addition to a special award and three prizes. The special 
went to Viktor Schreckengost for a group of five large and 
striking water colors, brilliant in their technical virtuosity and 
ingenious in their designs and subjects. “Caribbean” shows a 
congregation of marine life from the Gulf, strange fish racing 
along in lively array; “Hurricane Still Life” exhibits a medley 
of corners and clapboards—shattered houses; “Sunset from 
the Train” portrays buildings and gulls bathed in rosy reflec- 
tions; “White Wings” represents sails, clouds, and sea en- 
veloped in the brilliant colors of the South; and “Winter 
Garden” is a pattern of snow-tufted weeds. The first-prize 
group of four were landscapes by Carl Gaertner, in which the 
artist has used his dry color technique, which is more akin to 
that of oil painting than it is to that of the more facile water 
color, but which, nevertheless, gives a rich effect. The second 
prize fell to Albert John Kramer for another group of four, 
paintings charmingly old-fashioned and decorative, with flat 
patterns and sharp, acid colors. The third prize was taken by 
Leroy Flint, again for a group of five very individual water 
colors, almost abstract in their design. They have a definitely 
personal character, and coloring both subtle and lovely. 
“‘Aerialists,” particularly, received acclaim from the Jury. All 
but two of the nine honorable mentions were for groups, and 
all were distinctive each in its own way. The nine winners were: 
Jack M. Burton, John Clague, Alice M. Gizewski, Richard 
Gosminski, Joan Landis, Wray Manning, Robert M. Moyer, 
Herman Newhauser, and Miriam Smith Peck. 

In the graphic classes, the quality of the work as a whole was 
less distinguished than in earlier years. A few pieces were high- 
lighted by awards from the Jury. In the class of ILLUSTRATION, 
the Jury selected Z. Virginia Filson’s group of two to receive a 
first-prize award. A second was given to Kinley Shogren; and a 
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third, to Wray Manning. Honorable mention went to Phoebe 
Flory Walker. 

The best graphic class was that of FREEHAND DRAWING; and 
the outstanding example in it was the first-prize picture by 
Hazel Janicki, entitled “Resting.” By a mixture of means— 
greasy crayon and pencil, and scratched and drawn techniques, 
the artist succeeds not only in conveying the nuances typical 
of the neo-Romantic style, but also in achieving surface textures 
which arouse definite tactile sensations. The second prize went 
to Shirley Kravitz for a group of drawings in pen and ink. 
Humorous character studies, they are both clever and enter- 
taining. The third prize was awarded to William Schock for a 
group of two, “Lisette” and “Three Arabs”; and honorable men- 
tions were taken by Dean Ellis, Richard Gosminski, Kenneth J. 
Lipstreu, Emma Yarlekovic, and Leonard Zamiska for two. 

The class, ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES, was 
small. Dorothy Rutka Kennon received a first prize, and second 
and third prizes were accorded Eugene P. Kloszewski and 
Joseph P. Szeghy respectively. In the class L1rHoGRAPHY, dis- 
appointingly weak, only one award was made, an honorable 
mention to Lee McGrath for “Nude.” No prizes were given in 
the SERIGRAPH group; and in RELIEF CUTS, WOODCUTS, LINOLE- 
UM cuTS, only two artists received mention: first prize to 
Ralph H. Rosenblum and second to Joseph P. Szeghy for a 
group of two. HENRY S. FRANCIS 

The class of scuLpTuRE was fairly large. The use of various 
materials, with differentiations in technique appropriate to 
each, gave to the class a spontaneous character, heightened by 
the personal qualities typical of each artist’s work. Walter A. 
Sinz’s boldly modeled “‘Cast Stone Composition” was awarded 
a first prize. By the repetition of swelling curves, he achieves a 
rhythmical effect of mass. The two delicate carvings in marble 
by Katharine Gruener Lange were given second prize. The 
material used is precious in itself, and the artist has sensitively 
made the figures emerge from the mass of her chosen material 
in a quite evocative manner. The two heads by Esther R. 
Samolar, given third prize, are planned for bronze; “Skipper” 
is actually cast in the material, and the sharp and precise 
quality of the metal enhances the crisp character delineation. 
Ross E. Widen took an honorable mention for a figure in stone. 
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The awards in SCULPTURE IN Woop were only two, a special 
to Sol A. Bauer’s “Male Dancer,” and an honorable mention to 
Laurence Schmeckebier’s “John Brown.” Bauer’s solid han- 
dling of his well modeled figure, carefully realized in the round, 
achieves rhythm, mood, and fine three-dimensional quality. 
In contrast, the vivid emotionalism of “John Brown” seems to 
spring from the living element in the wood itself; his spirit 
fights from within. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE was a large and very spirited class, and 
in it a special award was given to Viktor Schreckengost for 
three: two of them, bizarre denizens of the sea, of most dis- 
tinguished appearance, one a walrus and her child who bids 
fair to be as handsome as the parent; the other, a stately fish in 
mottled red and gray-purple; the third piece, a fabulous 
“Anteater,” looks as if he too might, or should, desert this solid 
earth for subaqueous depths. Thelma Frazier Winter took a 
merited first for three pieces: one is a large and finely modeled 
nude, entitled ““The Wreath”; and two are figures of romantic 
heroines of Shakespeare, “Katherine” and “Ophelia.”’ Anteaters 
seem to have come within the ken of Cleveland sculptors, per- 
haps because of the Brookside Zoo. In any case, “Anteaters” 
gave Miska F. Petersham a second prize. “Dew” by Elizabeth 
C. McFadyen was third. The “Nocturnal Journey” of Edris 
Eckhardt, an honorable mention, is a possum’s most successful 
solution for crowded animal transport. 

Particularly brilliant as a whole was the class poTrery. Irene 
K. Musick was awarded a special for her very remarkable series 
of eight pieces of stoneware. They have the straightforward 
character of this high-fire technique and have sturdy form and 
restrained color of deep distinction. The first prize for ten 
pieces in the same technique was given to Charles Lakofsky. 
They, along with Mrs. Musick’s pieces, reach an all-time high. 
Seldom have two groups of such distinction been shown in any 
Cleveland exhibition. As remarkable, and even more selective 
in the techniques used, was the second-prize group of six by 
Harry Schulke. Incised or sgraffito patterns, painted designs, 
decorative glazes of great beauty, give them a widely varied 
character. When to the prizes already mentioned are added 
the three great vases by Viktor Schreckengost, given third, the 
rich development of Cleveland ceramics can be clearly grasped. 
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For obvious merit five honorable mentions were given: to 
Clement C. Giorgi for one piece and to Fern M. Giorgi, Avis 
Johnson, Charles F. Mosgo, and Richard Sawhill for groups. 

ENAMELING ON METAL has become as distinctive a Cleveland 
specialty as has pottery. A special prize, besides the usual three, 
was needed in this class as well to attest its excellence. That 
major prize went to Doris-Hall for a group of eight, remarkable 
for their deep and slumbering color and for their successful use 
of figure design. First prize followed for Kenneth Francis Bates, 
whose five pieces and three wall plaques have the delicacy of 
feeling and sensitiveness of color for which he is noted. The use 
of paillon, that is, enameling over silver-foil ground, and the 
use of a silver base for one piece diversify the group. Again, the 
second prize, Charles Bartley Jeffery’s nine pieces, stresses an- 
other enamel technique, cloisonné; many of them are pieces of 
religious character. These experimentations in varied tech- 
niques, which characterize the whole group of Cleveland 
enamelers, give a richness and extension to this craft, which are 
especially welcome. Kalman Kubinyi was given a third for 
three pieces, and individual entries by Jo Natko, Anthony 
Vaiksnoras, and Carl Wyman took honorable mentions. 

The class JEWELRY was also a rewarding group. A special 
prize honored the two pieces of John Paul Miller: one, a neck- 
lace of most effective and decorative modern design; the 
second, a ring of classic simplicity. Two silver necklaces of 
beautiful design enhanced with enamel colors gave first to 
Lorna Manzler; in each, the relation between the chain and the 
pendant portion was solved with charm and originality. A 
solid, fine snaphance bracelet, also decorated effectively with 
enamel, by Kalman Kubinyi, was awarded second; and a ring 
by Charles John Pavlick, third. Three honorable mentions went 
to Ruth M. Erickson, to Doris Hall, and to William Poese, 
respectively. 

SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY shows steady progress. 
Modern design and its proper and functional application to a 
precious and beautiful material brought to the work in this 
class immediate Jury recognition. A special prize for five entries 
was awarded to Frederick A. Miller. Later, the Jury doubly 
recognized four of the entries in his group with the Horace E. 
Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in Craftsmanship. A 
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finely worked silver box in good taste, by Frederick J. Dock- 
stader, was given first prize; Donald A. Douglas and William 
Poese won second and third prizes respectively. Ruth M. 
Erickson, Arthur Ralph Martin, and John Paul Miller took the 
three honorable mentions. 

The WEAVING was outstanding, and a special prize was given 
to Clara Alfoldi for five different fabrics, all of them remarkable 
for their technical proficiency and for the sureness of taste 
evident in their color selections. A drapery fabric by Elizabeth 
B. Henry took first, and a group of four won for Sara Mattsson 
Anliot the second place. Mary Ann Emerine’s third and Jean 
Quay’s and Katherine Williams’s honorable mentions feature 
this expanding and developing craft. 

In PRINTING ON FABRIC, Elizabeth C. McFadyen was awarded 
a first for “The Council,” a motif of African origin. Charles 
F. Mosgo’s two entries took second; and “Flame and Smoke,” 
a fabric with a powerful and large-scale pattern designed by 
Leon G. Miller for the Croydon Fabric Co., was given third. 

It was a pleasure to have entries in FURNITURE in good con- 
temporary design; and the simple, restrained, and well pro- 
portioned mahogany coffee table by Joseph M. Wooddell took 
first. Second went to two ingenious and comfortable chairs by 
David Holtkamp. 

First prize in PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, 
was won by Newson H. Shewitz for a group of two. Their 
clarity, their lucid handling of black and white, of shadow and 
sunlight, and their sure sense of pattern brought the award. 
The second prize, “Bakery Window,” by Godfrey Frankel, 
records the worst in window display; but the artist, by the 
penetration of his own personality, has made of it a document 
of interest, indeed, of fascination. Geoffrey Landesman in the 
third prize, “The Broom Makers,” subject material with a ro- 
mantic flare, has kept beautiful tonality throughout and has 
succeeded completely in the holding of quality in his darks. 
Three honorable mentions were won by Lillian Berson Frankel, 
Peter Hastings, and Lillian Wilkenloh, respectively. 

Peter Hastings’s “Rejected,” the first prize in PHOTOGRAPHY, 
PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, has a consistent all-over design and an 
interesting composition which does not detract from, in fact 
emphasizes, the emotion which lives in the eyes of the subject.

The marshaling of the diagonals through the print leads the 
eye with inevitability to the central and focal area. The happy 
pattern of “Jungle Gym” brought a second award to Godfrey 
Frankel. The contrasting forms and the light tones in the 
figures of the children play into the geometric lines of the 
improvised gymnasium. Two Mexican subjects by Geoffrey 
Landesman took a well-deserved third prize. Again, there is 
a masterly handling of light and shadow, a surety in the keep- 
ing of interest in every section of the print, with no loss of con- 
centration in the central idea. Honorable mentions for Albert 
Brody, Harry Ittner, Joan K. Kaufman concluded the awards
